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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The concept of 
locating a workpiece in a known/desired angular position is known and shown by devices such 
as figure 6a of US 6203478 and figure 1 of French 2820069. The concept of placing a 
measuring probe on a spindle housing is generally known, as shown by figure 6 of US 5066176 
and figure 2 of US 3740160. Regarding present method claim 1, the prior art does not teach the 
step of correcting a rotation angle of the workpiece in accordance with the table at the time of 
abutment between a phase reference section of the work and reference block located on the 
spindle housing. Regarding apparatus claim 4, the prior art does not teach the reference block of 
lines 5-7 in combination with the wherein clause of the last three lines of the claim.
